Col. Roosevelt has declared that he will sup- 
port Hinman for Governor of New York. Hin- 
man is the announced candidate for the guber- 
natorial nomination in the regular Republican 
primaries. ” 
In his “confession of faith,” delivered at Chi- 
cago Aug. 6, 1912, Col. Roosevelt said: 

To you, men and women, who have come 
here to this great city of this great State 
formally to launch a new party, a party of the 
people of the whole Union, the National Pro- 
gressive party, I extend my hearty greeting. 
The old parties are husks, with no real soul 
within either, divided on artificial lines, boss- 
ridden and privilege-controlled, each a jum- 
ble of incongruous elements. Our needs are 
such that there should be coherent action 
among those responsible for the conduct of 
national affairs and those responsible for the 
conduct of State affairs, because ours should 
be the game in both State and nation, 


In a speech delivered at Burlington, Vt., Aug. 


29, 1912, the Colonel said: 

I had a letter the other day from an old- 
time Republican in Vermont who said he was 
going to support me, but wantedéto remain 
regular and would vote for the Republican 
State ticket. I want to say to you that there 
fis only one way to support me and that is to 
vote for the Progressive State ticket. The

In its recent ultimatam to Servia, Austria, 
ancient trouble maker of Europe, is at its old 
same of playing racial animosities against each 
other, whenever its own power is seriously threat- 
exed. Throughout the 641 years of its rulership, 
the House of Hapsburg has managed to survive 
many crises by this expedient. For when Ger- 
mans, Magyars, Czechs, Slavs, Serbs, Roman 
Catholics, Greek Catholics and Mohammedans 
have begun to align themselves in factions, the 
factions could be relied upon to consume each 
other, leaving the supreme Government secure. 
Just now, when there is open discontent in the 
dependencies of Bosnia and Herzegovina and 
when the sores of social and racial strife between 
the Magyar and German are scarcely healed, it is 
not improbable that the Government would wel- 
come a foreign war which would inflame im- 
perial patriotism. 

The wisdom of such a step may well be doubted, 
when one remembers that the foreign policies of 
Francis Joseph’s long reign have been conspicu- 
ous for neither sagacity nor success. Similar ex- 
pedients cost the Emperor his leadership in Ger- 
man affairs, cost him his Italian holdings, com- 
pelled him to call for foreign aid to subdue the 
rebellious Hungarians, forced him to abandon his 
dreams of autocracy and accept the restrictions of 
the dual monarchy. Now he risks precipitating 
that long-threatened European upheaval, which 
is bound to shake thrones and change the bounda- 
ries of kingdoms. 

Since the partition of Poland, statesmen have 
seen that an ultimate conflict between Austria 
and Russia was inevitable. For Poland was to 
Austria what Austria originally was to the rest 
of Europe, a buffer and a bulwark against the 
Tartar and the Slav. Austria joined in the gpolia- 
tion because that was the best it could do, but 
when Poland passed away, the Great Bear crept 
just so much nearer. 

From that day Russian influence has been 
steadily spreading throughout Southeastern 
Fvrope, until today it is perhaps greater than 
that of Austria. Ties of blood and religion make 
the Russian and the Servian closer akin than the 
Servian and the Austrian. The Servian, in turn, 
is closely akin to the inhabitants of the Balkan 
dependencies of Austria. It is not at all im- 
probable that Francis Joseph realized that herein 
lay his country’s great danger, when he sent the 
ultimatum to Servia. 

The ultimatum virtually accuses Servia of en- 
couraging the plotters who brought about the 
assassination of Archduke Ferdinand. It amounts 
to a demand that Servia recognize the suzerainty 
of Austria. That Servia will submit to such a 
humiliation {s not thinkable. 

It may be, as Austria hopes, if there should 
be war the fear of Germany will keep the Czar 
from taking the field. Elven if this should hap- 
pen, it is not at all certain that an Austrian army 
may not find in Servia another Sadowa, another 
Koeniggrats. But if Austria and Servia go to war, 
it is extremely improbable that Russia will stay 
at home.

Among the most interesting developments in 
the Caillaux case are the modes.

ROAD EXPENDITURE.

Noting your great fight on the rail- 
way question, I would request re- 
spectfully that you demand in the 
interest of the Ameri¢an people that 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
pass on every dollar of the expendi- 
ture of the railways. 

If it has the night to regulate the 
revenues of the railways it should 
certainly have the right to regulate 
the expenditures. This would prevent 
the thousands of small stockholders 
from being robbed, as in the case of 
the New Haven, and it would give 
the people generally all the advan- 
tages of public ownership without 
disturbing the investments of the 
stock and Bond holders. 

If this rascality of the railways is 
not stopped, Government ownership 
is bound to come. When a gang of 
Wall street crooks can paralyze busi- 
ness and industry by throwing mil- 
lions of men out of employment by 
withholding orders for rails, rolling- 
stock and equipment, and reducing 
output of coal and copper mines s0 
as to compel the increase of rates, I 
think it is high time for the Govern- 
ment to take hold of this question.

VAST POWER FOR COMMISSIONS. 


Philadelphia Telegraph: The Senate has been 
making slow progress with the so-called anti-trust 
bills for the obvious reason that while it seems 
tu be well enough understood what is sought to be 
accomplished it is not by any means understood 
jus* how it is to be done. If the bills had become 


. laws as they passed the House little else but con- 


fusion and business injury could have resulted. 
The trade commission bill, which is the only one 
yet reported. from committee, has been practically 
rewritten as to details, though maintaining its 
general purpose. What is known as the Clayton 
bill, which is supplementary to the Sherman act, 
has been revised five separate times, while the 
stock and bond measure is still incomplete. 


The Clayton bill, which is now understood to 
be ready for reporting, with all its modifications, 
contains still some provisions that put corpora- 
tions doing an interstate business so much at the 
nercy of the trade commission, without the chance 
of appeal, that it cannot but prove a AMisturbing 
actor to much legitimate business. Thé Interstate 
Commerce Commission for common carriers and 
the trade commission for cther corporations are 
given power to issue orders to prevent violations 
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of the law regarding price fixing contracts; relat- 
ing to joint ownership of stock, and relating to 
interlocking directorates. 

If such orders are not obeyed the commission 
may apply to a Federal Court for an enforcement, 
and if the Court finds that the order was duly 
meade and served it is to enforce obedience there- 
to by writ of injunction or other proper process. 


ALL ABONRD FORK RECORD RUN. 


The Court is not authoribed to go into the merits. 


of the case or review the acts of the commission. 
It is merely to enforce the orders which the com- 
mission makes, and disobedience of the order of 
the Court is punishable by a fine not exceeding 
$100 a day during continuance, or by imprisonment 
not exceeding one year, or by both fine and im- 
prisonment. 

Here we have the whole and final decision’ in 
the hands of the commission. It determines and 
there is no appeal from its act. Is not that too 
dangerous a power to rest with a body that might 
become a part of partisan machinery? 


OMNIBUS BILL DANGEROUS. 


Chicago Tribune: The omnibus bill is dan- 
gerous and obnoxious, uncertain and impractical. 
It should be given up and its proper objects should 
be covered by clear and carefully considered pro- 
visions in a trades commission bill. The thorough 
cnforcement of the substantive law as it stands 
teday is all the country needs and all the business 
enterprise of the country can stand at this time.

DUBLIN, Ireland, July 25.—The Earl of Granard 
and his Countess, who was Miss Beatrice Mills of 
New York, are at his Irish seat, Castle Forbes, 
County, Langford, adjoining Ulster. If Irish Home 
Rulé goes into operation without cutting Ulster 
off, it is said that Lord Granard will be the first 
Home Rule Viceroy.

Date Palm, Is Brought From 
Arizona Desert.

Two new interesting plants have 
been received at Shaw’s Garden. One 
is a fruiting specimen of the date 
palm, which was obtained from 
Yuma, Ariz.; the other a giant cactus 
j}—cereus giganteus—which came 
from Tucson, Ariz. 

The date palm igs in the palm 
house of the new conservatory. It is 


& small tree bearing a cluster of more 
than 150 green, but almost full grown 
fruits. The date ordinarily is asso- 
ciated with Arabia, and Northern Af- 
rica, and while it is true that these 
are at present the only commiercially 
important date-producing régions. 
Shaw’s Garden experts say it must 
not be supposed that date culture is 
confined alone to these localities. In- 
dia and Mexico yield dates, though of 
@ poor quality owing to a lack of 
culture. The industry also is grad- 
ually and apparently permanently 
establishing itself in the United 
States. 

In the United States the hot and 
dry portiong of California and Ari- 
zona are adapted to date culture, 
where recently the necessary water 
has become available through irriga- 
tion. Date growing experiments in 
many cases have met with marked 
success and the area devoted to date 
culture—situated principally in the 
Salton Basin of Southern California— 
has gradually increased. 

The giant cactus is a noteworthy 
addition to the superb collection of 
succulent desert plants of the garden, 
the most comprehensive in the world. 
The specimen measures 11 feet in 
height and 21 inches in- diameter at 
the thickest part and weighs more 
thar. 1000 pounds. It has been placed 
in the center of the yucca dome. It 
was well packed in branches of the 
desert creosote bush and sustained 
little injury in shipment. 


CHARLES HENROTIN OF

Man of Public Spirit Once Took

DENIES RIGHT OF UTILITY 
BOARD TO FIX VALUES 


Springfield Gas and Electric Co. 
Attacks Rate Reduction as 


Unfair and Unjust. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., July 24.—The 
Springfield Gas and Electric Co., in a 
motion for a new hearing, filed today}as 
with the Public Service Commission, 
challenges the right of the commission 
to say that transactions of @ utility are 
fraudulent or to fix, arbitrarily, the 
value of plant properties at a figure far 
less than the book value. 

The petition declares that the commis- 
sion is an administrative body, created 
by the Legislature and, when passing 
on questions of a judicial nature, is vio- 
lating the constitution both of the United 
States and the State of Missouri. 

The recent order of the commission re- 
ducing the rates of the Springfield oom- 
pany seven per cent and fixing seven 
per cent as a fair return on their invest- 
ment, is attacked as “unfair, unjust and 
unreasonable.” 

The commission also lopped off from 
the operating expenses account $18,000 
per year which was being paid to New 
York officers of the Federal Light and 
Traction Co., of which the Springfield 
concern is a subsidiary. The petition de- 
clares the officers of the New York com- 
pany render services worth that amount 
to the local company.

Women Are Asked to Donate 
Treasures to Raise a Fund 
of $50,000. 


MISSOURI TO GET $10,000 


Money Will Be Sent to Six

Campaign. 


CHICAGO, July %.—The souvenir 
spoons with the pictures of Niagara 
Falls engraved on them are to be util- 
ized at last. So are the gold and silver 
thimbles that were given by grand- 
mother to instill thrift in the growing 
young girl. 

The baby wings, the golden snake’ 
bracelets, the napkin rings, in fact, all 
of the gold and silver trinkets that 
women will part with are to be thrust 
into the campaign to -raise $60,000 for 
women’s suffrage by Aug. 15. 

Every state in, the Union is to have 


a melting pot, and the suffragists of 
the State will take or send their trink- 
ets to it. Then, after Aug. 15, the 
Campaign Committee plans to have the 
gold and silver converted into bullion 
and expended in the seven states voting 
on suffrage this fall. 

The appeal to the women of the na- 
tion to give up their gold and silver 
trinkets to the cause of equal suffrage 
was issued today by the Campaign 
Committee of the National American 
Woman Suffrage Association. The ap- 
peal, signed by Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, 
Mrs. Medill McCormick and other lead- 
ers in the suffrage cause, Was sent out 
from headquarters here telling of the 
need of funds to carry on effective cam- 
paigns for suffrage in Ohio, Missouri, 
Nebraska, Nevada, Montana and the Da-~- 
kotas. . 

“Don’t be lulled into a false sense of 
security by the prevailing notion that 
‘suffrage is sure to come,’’’ read the 
appeal. “Suffrage is sure to come, but 
year unless the

Ik was announced in yesterday's issue 
of the Police Journal, the organ of the 


department, that the Police Board has 
adopted a new plan whereby the men 
will buy the cloth for their next Win- 
ter’s uniforms at a designated place, 
but may have them made by any tailor 
they see fit. If they see a tailor fit they 
may give him an order. 

“This plan,’’ says the Journal, “gives 
thé officer an opportunity to patronize 
tailors on his beat.’’ 

Heretofore the Board has let the con- 
tract for making all of the uniforms to 
one firm, which usually had the cloth- 
ing made outside of St. Louis and 
shipped here. Under this system, by 
which the uniforms were made on a set 
pattern, there was no scope for the po 
liceman’s sartorial individuality, for the 
expresion of the art and elegance which 
were within him upon the subject of 
clothes. , 

Limited, of course, by the plans and 
specifications which the board will en- 
force, the ‘“‘copper’’ and his tailor will 
have considerable opportunity to im- 
press the wearer’s own personality upon 
his uniform, and to hint at least at the 
styles which suit him best. 

They can choose whether the coat 
shall bé of the skin-tight mode or of a 
more spacious design, and whether the 
trousers shall firmly outline the con- 
tours of his manly calves or conceal 
them within voluminous cylinders of 
cloth. Perhaps the policeman will be 
even free to have a cigar pocket ‘built 
hin his coat to save wear and tear upon 
the interior of his cap. 

The only fly in the ointment Is that the 
uniforms will have to be approved by 
the uniform inspector of the depart- 
| ment, who may put a ban upon Balma- 
can coats and peg-top,trousers with 
cuffs. 

“Where alterations are necessary,” 
state the Journal, “these will have to 
be made by the tailor.” The men will 
continue to pay for the cloth and for 
the making of their suits, the only free 
things, they will obtain being the but- 
tons.

TO STRAIGHTEN OUT 
DOMINGO FINANCE

[Republic Accepts U. S. Appoint- 
ment of Expert Charles 

M. Johnson. 


WASHINGTON, July %.—Appointment 
of an Ametican financial expert for the 
Dominican republic and improvement of 
conditions there are expected to remove 
the most threatening features of a sit- 
uation whicl has been promising to 
force armed intervention by the United 


States. Charles M. Johnson of Indian- 
apolis has been designated by the United 
States and accepted by the Dominican 
republic tae act independently of the 
American Collector of Customs and con- 
serve the finances of the island repub- 
lic. With proper manxgerment, officials 
believe, the country will be able to meet 
all obligations. Johnson for the last few 
years has been in Cuba and was selected 
for his knowledge of West Indian af- 
fairs. 

It was said today that American Min- 
ister Sullivan would return to his post. 
That was taken to dispel all doubt at- 
tached to the Minister’s future. He has 
an appointment with President Wilson 
Monday to continue the discussion of 
the policy he is to carry forward, as al- 
ready outlined in his preliminary talks 
with Secretary Bryan,and Acting Sec- 
retary Phillips. 

Funds Reported to Be Misused. 


The principal defect in the exist- 
ing plan of a semi-protectorate has 
been that the treaty does not pre- 
scribe exactly what disposition is to 
be made of the funds gathered by 
the American customs collectors, 
and, after deduction of a specified 
percentage to meet demands of the 
consolidated international debt, 
turned over to the Dominican of- 
fieials. 

It has been charged that a great 
part of the money which should 
have been devoted to the support of 
the Government was diverted and 
wasted, so that the country was in 
a state of chronic debt, under the 
necessity of making frequent appli- 
cations to the Washington Govern- 
ment for permission to contract new 
loans. 

It is believed leaks will be stopped 
and funds insured for the support of 
the Government as a result of the 
appointment of an American who 
will advise the Dominican Govern- 
ment as to disbursement in its funds. 
No warrants can be drawn by that 
Government itself upon the customs 
collections without the approval of 
the financial expert. There is a dis- 
position in the State Department, 
however, to dissociate the question 
of financial control from political 
and military problems of the Domin- 
ican situation, and it was stated the 
return of Minister’ Sullivan to his 
post wag not to be construed ag an 
indorsement of the policies of Presi- 
dent Bordas which . have brought 
about the present revolution. 


Haiti Government in Control, 


Reports reaching the State Depart- 
ment from diplomatic agents in Haiti 
indicate the Haitien Government has 
gained the upper hand of the revolution- 
ists. Weakened and discouraged over 
their failure to overthrow President Za- 
mor, the revolutionists appear to realize 
the futility of further attempts. Of- 
ficilals here think ‘the Haitien Govern- 
ment will now be able to restore order 
without American intervention. 

It is stated there will be no change in 
the Navy Department’s preparations 
for the concentration of 100 marines 
within striking diatance of the Haitien 
coast and that war vessels now in 
those waters will remain there in- 
definitely.

WABHINGTON, July 2%.—The latest 
figures, those of 1913, give Austria a to- 

tal peace establishment of: 

Officers and officials, 34,009; all other 
ranks, 290,240; harses, 89,877. 

Infantry, 11,248 officers; other ranks, 
185,714; 2364 horses. 

Cavalry, 42 regiments of six squad- 
rons and 42 depots; 1987 officers, 46,64 
other ranks, 2354 horses. 

Field artillery officers and officials, 
2297; other ranks, 34,772; horses, 17,733. 

The above details are of the common 
army. In addition to this force is the 
Austrian Landwehr, corresponding 
somewhat to the United States National 
Guard, and the Hungarian Honvedseg, 
of similar character. 

The Austrian Landwehr, infantry, cav- 
alry and artillery, numbers 4549 officers 
and officials; 44,080 other ranks and 5942 
horses. 

The Hungarian Konvedseg numbers 
3109 officers; 33,188 other ranks and 15,404 
horses.. 

The total spent on the army in 1913 
was £24,992,000. 

Austria-Hungary navy: Dreadnoughts 
2, pre-dreadnaughts 12, armored cruis- 
ers 3, cruisers 7, torpedo gunboats 7, 
destroyers 15, torpedo boats & and sub- 
marines 6. 

In the navy are 907 officers and cadets, 
1518 mechanics, engineers, doctors anJ 
others, and 15,500 sailors. 

Strength of Servian Army. 

The Servian army has a total strength 
of about 175,000 “first line’’ soldiers, 
Reservists of first and second “bans” 
which can be called on to make good 
losses in the first line number 96,000. 

The peace strength of 1911 was 36,174, 
al! ranks. The military budget for 
1914 ig upward of 191,767 pounds. 

Military service in Servia is universa} 
and compulsory. 

Military NMability is between the ages 
of 18 to 5. Recruits join the army at 
2! and complete service at 4. 

Military service in Austria is also com- 
pulsory and universal. Liability is be- 
tween 19 and 42.. Service usually begins 
at 21. The Austrian army is armed with 
Mannilicher rifies of .315 caliber... The 
cavalry uses the Mannilicher carbine of 
the same caliber. 

While Servia has only a small army, 
as compared with that which Austria 
can muster, her men are in almost every 
instance trained marksmen and have 
also been through the active service 
of the recent Balkan war. Her hope, 
however, at time of war, would hang 
almost entirely upon the attitude of 
Germany, witich is bound to Austria by 
the terms of the Triple Alliance. Ger- 
many’s attitude would depend upon who 
commenced hostilities, and if the first 
shot should be fired by a Servian, would 
be bound, under her treaties, to side 
with Austria, which would seriously af- 
fect the resources of the smalier coun- 
try. 

Rassias of Austrian Demands, 

While the demands made by Austria 


are mainly based upon the confession 
of Nedeljo Gabrinovich, who, on June 
28, Killed Archduke Ferdinand and his 
wife, their quarrel has been one of long 
standing. Servia’s failure to arrest the 
other conspirators tn the plot has sim-. 
ply, it is believed, been made the ex- 
cuse for a hatred which has long ex- 
fisted between the two nations on ac- 
count of the fact that many Serbs have 
been living under Austrian rule for 
many years past and have been contin- 
vally in a state of practical rebellion.

$16,000 BACK TA 


Trust Company Must Add 6 Per 
Cent Interest From 1911 
and Costs of Suit. 


The Supreme Court at Jefferson City, 
yesterday, ordered the Title Guaranty 
Trust Co. to pay to the City of St. Louis 
$16,198.69 additional taxes for 1911, with 
interest at 6 per cent from the date 
when it became due, in addition to the 
costs of the suit. 

The suit arose over the refusal of the 
trust company to pay the additional 
taxes imposed.on its property when the 
Board of Equalization increased the as- 
sessment of the trust company from 
$680,000 to $2,500,000. 

The city brought suit in the Circuit 
Court for the additional taxes and the 
Court decided that the assessment 
should have been fixed a€ $980,000. The 
Supreme Court still further reduced the 
assessment, making it $729,445.26.

SALOON REVOKED 


Assailant of Felix E. Anderson 
Again Held on Remonstrance 
of Circuit Attorney. 


$2500 BAIL NOW ASKED 


Provisional Judge Who Released 
Koenig Says He Did Not 
Know Who Man Was. 


Edward Koenig, who a week ago 


shot and dangerously wounded Felix 
E. Anderson in the offices of the Ter- 
minal Association, was rearrested at 
noon yesterday, after his $800 bond, 
which had been accepted in a saloon 
at 115 North Seventh street by Pro- 
visional Judge Thomas B. Estep of 
Division No. 2, Court of Criminai 
rection, was revoked by Estep upon 
the remonstrance of the Circuit At- 
torney’s office. 

Estep was visited in chambers at 
the Municipal Courts Building by As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney Baer, who 
made a formal motion to have the 
bond set aside, Estep directed Chief 
of Police Young to produce Koenig in 
court tomorrow. He was found by 
detectives at the home of his mother, 
Mrs. Theresa Koenig, 1206 Grattan 
street. Baer said his office would in- 
sist that no bail less than $2500 be 
accepted in the case. 

Trying to Rearrange Bail. 

Koenig had been free since 5 
o’clock Friday evening. At 10 o’clock 
that morning Arthur F. Schading, 
business agent of the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers 
No. 1, called upon Samuel Epstein, a 
liquor dealer and professional bonds- 
man, to arrange bail for Koenig. 
Schading said that he did not act as 
a representative of the union, but as 
a personal friend of the prisoner's 
brother, Henry Koenig, a member of 
the organization, 

They went to Judge Calvin N. Mil- 
ler in Division No. 1 of the Court of 
Criminal Correction, and were told 
that they must first produce a writ- 
ten statement from Anderson's phy- 
sicilan stating that he was out of 
danger, and that he would not con- 
sider a bond of less than $2000. 

In Epstein’s automobile Schading,. 
and Epstein, with Attorneys Edward 
J. Monti and Willlam Blesse, went to 
St. Mary’s Infirmary, where Anderson 
is a patient, His physician, Dr. W. 
A. McCandless, told them, they de- 
clared, that in his opinion Anderson 
would recover, but that he would not 
give this opinion in writing because, 
in such cases of gunshot wounds, un- 
forseen and fatal coniplications are 
always possible. 

How Koenig Was Released. 

They returned to the Municipal Courts 
Building and by telephoning found Judge 
Ben F. Clark, of Division No. 2, in the 
Seventh street saloon. They caused 
Koenig to be released from jail in the 
custody of a Deputy Sheriff and drove 
with him to the saloon. 

There Judge Clark informed them that 
he waé leavimg St. Louis that night on 
a vacation trip to attend a convention 
of the Loyal Order of Moose at Milwau- 
kee, and that Estep had been sworn in 
during the. forenoon as Acting Judge. 
Clark said he doubted his power to ac- 
cept a bond under the circumstances, 
and telephoned to Estep to join him in 
the saloon. 

Estep, whose office is near by, arrived 
a few minutes later, and on Clark’s rec- 
ommendation, approved the bond. The 
Acting Judge explained yesterday that 
he thought Clark had summoned him to 
say good by; that he did not connect 
Koenig, when they were introduced, with 
the shooting of Anderson; and that, if 
he had been told sooner why he was 
called to the saloon, he would have in- 
sisted upon the business being trans- 
acted in his office. The amount of the 
bond, $800, was the minimum under the 
law in a charge of assault to kilL 

Say They Acted in Good Faith. 

Epstein last night said that all of the 
parties to the transaction acted in good 
faith, and that Judge Clark accepted his 
word as to Dr. McCandless’ reported 
epinion that Anderson probably would 
recover. Epstein declared that Keonig’s 
voluntary surrender, after the police had 
sought him in vain for four days, was 
an indication that he had no intention of 
jumping his bond. 

When the circumstances of Koenig’s 
release became known to Circuit Attor- 
ney Harvey, he ordered an investigation, 
which resulted in Koenig’s second arrest. 

Anderson is assistant to President Mc- 
Chesney of the Terminal Association, 
and was shot in the President's office 
after he had refused Koenig’s request 
for an interview with McChesney. Koe- 
nig is a discharged switchman, formerly 
employed by the Terminal, and com- 
plained that the company, by refusing 
him clearance papers, had prevented 
him from getting work with other rail- 


oads.

Time has overtaken us. The cumulative, 
but to be expected delays in completing 
the construction of the America, led her 
builder, Glenn H. Curtiss, to take the 
situation into his own hands this morn- 
ing and announce to Rodman Wana- 
maker’s representative that he would 
not attempt longer to have the airboat 
readyefor shipment to New Foundland 
next Saturday. This compels postpone- 
ment of the transatiantic flight unitl 
October, but I canrot impress too 
strongly that there is no intention of 
abandoning the flight this year. 

It is a bitter disappointment to all of 
us to have to make this postponement, 
but I concur in Curtiss’ opinion, and I 
can only express my appreciation of his 
motives and those of Wanamaker’s rep- 
resentative, Will Gash, in taking this 
stand. The last thing Wanamaker said 
to me was: “Don't leave until you are 
certain that everything possible has 
been done to insure the success of the 
flight.’’ 

Due to Good Sportsmanship. 

It is certainly due to Wanamaker and 
his good sportsmanship to postpone our 
flight until Oct. 1. By doing so we shall 
greatly increase chances of winning, 

These views were contained in the fol- 
lowilg correspondence, written after a 
prolonged conference this morning: 

“My Dear Mr. Gash: In view of 
the enforced delays, I think it best 
to advise you as the representative 
of Mr. Rodman Wanamaker, that, in 
my opinion, we should discontinue 
our efforts to rush the America tod 
completion for shipment on Aug. lI. 
By making a hasty job of it, this 
might be possible, but I do not think 
it will be fair to Lieut.

TEST RUN OF CAR-NATION 
BECOMES RESCUE PARTY 


A nonstop motor run of 12 hours by a 
Car-Nation car, driven by Frank B. Ot- 
tofy of the local agency, was interrupt- 
ed by the rescue of two motorists who 
were pinned under a Ford car west of 
Ferguson Friday afternoon, but, in spite 
of the excitement, the motor was not 
stopped and the full record of 12 hours 
without stop was maintained. 

At 4 o’clock, when the car was a half- 
mile west of Ferguson, in St. Louis 
County, its passengers witnessed the 
turning over of a Ford car and the seri- 
ous injury of both of its passengers. 
The steering knuckle of the car broke, 
causing it to swerve suddenly to the left 
and it rolled over and came up again on 
its wheels, leaving both passengers 
under the car. The driver of the car 
was W. A. Johnson and his companion 
Joseph Englander. Englander was seri- 
;Ously injured internally and badly 
bruised and cut. Johnson, who is man- 
ager of the Interurban Transportation 
Co., was bruised and cut, but not seri- 
ously. Englander was placed in the 
Car-Nation car and rushed back to Fer- 
guson to the office of Dr. Flinn, who 
pronounced his injuries serious. This 
accident caused the Car-Nation car to 
lose one hour of its time. 

The run of the Car-Nation began at 
5:39 a. m. from Blair’s Monument, from 
where it was driven at an average speed 
of 25 miles an hour to De Soto, making 
De Soto in 2h. 10m. The return trip 
from De Soto was slower owing to a 
puncture, which was complicated by the 
absence of the jack In the tool box. The 
passengers were Frank B. Ottofy, Noble 
Hamker, R. J. Guthrie and Odon Guitar. 
The car returned to Blair’s Monument 
and R. Reed and A. S. Vinyard took the 
places of Guthrie and Guitar. At Ninth 
and Olive streets Robert E. Lee was 
substituted as observer for Vinyard. The 
car then was driven out Olive street 
road to Gumbo and Monarch and back to 
Chesterfield, thence by Manchester road 
and Barrett’s Station road to Meramec 
Highlands, through Kirkwood, crossing 
the Denny road to the Natural Bridge 
road and from there to Ferguson, where 
the accident to the other car stopped the 
effort to make a high mileage for the 
day. The Car-Nation returned from 
Ferguson to Broadway and Olive, com- 
pleting the 13 hours. 

Throughout the entire 12 hours the mo- 
tor was not stopped for a moment. It 
was even kept running while the pas- 
sengers took lunch.

WATCH THE GREASE CUPS 


Chief Engineer Goodspeed of the Moon 
Motor Car Co. urges automobile own- 
ers to watch the grease cups on the 
spring bolts if they would avoid unneces- 
sary rattles. 

Automobile manufacturers have gone 
to extra expense to produce spring bolts 
that can Be kept well oiled all the time. 
All that the owner has to do is to keep 
the grease cups filled and screwed down. 
Every movement of the car will cause 
wear on the spring bolts if they are not 
properly lubricated and they will soon 
become loose. A constant rattle will 
result.

‘Two large motcr generators of the com- 
pound wound type to maintain a coa- 
stant fixed voltage will be used. It has 
only recently been discovered and it is 
now conceded by all manufacturers of 
lead batteries that the safest and best 
way to charge a storage battery 1s to do 
it without permitting it to gas exces- 
sively, if at all. Gassing mechanically 
detaches the active material from the 
plates and often carries it to a point 
on the negative plate where it can 
cause short circuiting and subsequent 
ruin of the battery.

Consequently in from three to four 
hours the battery practically is fully 
charged, without the slightest risk of 
Gamaging the battery Periodically the 
tatteries will be given an overcharge 
to entirely rid the plates of su!phate.

She Was Cashier in Theater. 

In New York Gurgens was over- 
heard when he told the young woman 
to meet him in St. Louis. When a 
train arrived at Union Station at 
§:35 p. m., Miss Stahl was taken in 
charge by detectives, Gurgens was 
not with her. Suspecting he was 
absent temporarily to avoid suspicion, 
the detectives left the young woman 
alone in the waiting room. Within 
an hour Gurgens appeared. Then 
both were taken to a police station. 

There Miss Stahl said she was 


cashier in a theater in Plauen when. 


she met Gurgens, who is a painting 
contractor. She said he at first pre- 
tended to be single. 

Then he made love to her, she 
said, but one day when she met him 
on the street there was a woman 
with him. Later, she declared, he 
confessed that the woman was his 
wife, and then told her he would sue 
for divorce next day, which he did. 

Then, she said, a friend in Little 
Rock wrote him he could do well in 
America. He sold his business for 
$3000 and banked the money to the 
credit of his T7-year-old son.

Investigation of Record. 

They went to Stettin, she contin- 
ued, and, on July 11, sailed for 
America, determined to marry as 
soon as Gurgens could get a divorce. 
On the ship they played the part of 
strangers, she said. 

When they arrived at New York 
officials there became suspicious 
when she said she did not know ex- 
actly where she was going. It was 
then that Gurgens was overheard 
when telling her to meet him in 8t. 
Louis. A revolver was found on 
Gurgens here, and he was held on a 
charge of carrying concealed weap- 
ons until Federal authorities could 
be heard from.

Into Charges of Misuse of 
Money in Michigan. 

DENVER, July 2%.—Investigation of | 
charges that a fund of $1,000,000 raised 
to conduct the strike of the copper miners 
in Michigan was not used for that pur- 
pose, but diverted to the advantage of 
those in charge of the strike, was be- 
gun this afternoon at the convention of 
the Western Federation of Miners. 

It was said the charges were circu- 


lated throughout the country, particu- 
larly in Butte. 
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The plan itself was indorsed 
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The attitude of the Senators applies 
to the treaty with Colombia, the pro- 
posed Nicaraguan Canal treaty and the 
new peace treaties negotiations by Sec- 


retary Bryan. Determination not to re- 
port the Colombian treaty at this ses- 
sion also carried with it decision to 
hold no hearings and to let Col. Roose- 
velt’s request to be heard pass without 
action. Secretary Bryan in a formal 
statement today expressed the wish of 
the administration that the peace trea- 
ties be acted upon and outlined at some 
length how the conventions differ from 
the arbitration treaties already in force, 
Bryan Urges Action. 

“The President desires that these 
treaties shall be ratified, if possible, be- 
fore adjournment,”’ he said. ‘‘The gen- 
eral plan proposed a year ago last «april 
embodied certain principles and _ this 
Government expressed a wiilingness to 
confer with each nation separately as 
to details, being quite willing to accept 
any reasonable modification as to lan- 
guage, provided the main principles were 
retained. These may be stated as fol- 
lows: 

“That investigation shall be resorted 
to in all cases, where the ordinary re- 
sources of diplomacy fail. 

That the contracting parties reserv« 
the right to act independently upon the 
subject matter after the submission of 
the report. 

Commission of Five Members. 

‘That there shall be no appeal to 
force until the investigation is com- 
pleted. 

“The commission is to be composed of 
five members, one chosen from éach 
country from among its own citizens; 
ene chosen by each country from an- 
cther country and the fifth to be chosen 
by agreement of the two countries from 
some third country. In a few cases pro- 
vision is made for the appointment of 
the fifth member by the members or by 
some neutral power tribunal in case the 
two countries cannot agree. 

“The investigation must be completea 
and the report submitted~ within one 
year, unless the contracting parties 
agree to extend the time. 


“The first and second preparations 
are closely related, that is the in- 
vestigation cannot be made to cover 
all cases without leaving to the con- 
tracting parties liberty of action at 
the conclusion of the investigation. 
In; all our arbitration treaties there 
are certain exceptions and in most 
of these treaties the exceptions are 
‘the fatal interests, the independence 
and the honor of the contracting 
states, and the interests of third 
parties.’ 

Would Prevent War. 

“It is evident that these arbitra- 
tion treaties do not prevent recourse 
to hostilities, with regard to the 
causes included in the exception 
clause. It is the intention of the 
treaties now being exchanged to 
close this gap and leave no cause 
for a declaration of war and the be- 
ginning of hostilities until there has 
been an investigation of the diffi- 
culties, By leaving the parties free- 
dom of action when the investigation 
is over it is possible to make the in- 
vestigation to cover all causes, It 
is believed an investigation will not 
only give time for the subsidence of 
passion and the restoration of calm, 
and deliberate judgment, but that it 
also will be useful in separating 
questions of fact from questions of 
honor. These treaties ought to make | 
war almost impossible. 

“Attention is called to the fact that 
these treaties contemplate the sub- 
mission of disputes to investigation 
without further authority from the 
Senate. In the case of arbitration 
each case must be submitted to the 
Senate for its approval, even though 
it is a case which the parties agree 
in the treaty shall be submitted to 
arbitration. As arbitration binds the 
parties to accept the award it is 
necessary under the _ constitutions 
that the agreement provide for ar- 
bitration shall have the approval of 
the Senate. Investigation, however, 
differs from arbitration in that it 
involves an agreement to abide by 
the decision; it is purely a diplo- 
matic examination into the contro- 
versy and can be undertaken at any 
time at the request of either nation, 
whenever the other diplomatic means 
fail to bring about a settlement of 
the dispute. 

Bars War Preparatiéns. 

‘In most of the treaties the inter- 
national commission is authorized to 
act upon its own initiative. This 
provision is intended to operate when 
feeling runs high and when the par- 
ties for many reasons hesitate to ask 
for investigation. In a few of the 
treaties it is provided that the com- 
mission can offer its services only 
by the unanimous consent of the 
members of the commission. 

“The first five treaties contain in 
Article LV the following: “‘Penq- 
ing the investigation and report of 
the International Commission the 
high contracting parties agree not to 
increase their military or naval pro- 
grams unless danger from a third 
power should compel such increase, 
in which case the party feeling itsel?

She said, accord- 
ing to Mulconnery, that at Marissa he 
traded the surrey for a buggy, and also, 
to improve his traveling equipment, ex- 
changed horses under cover of darkness.

Justice Adler of Belleville held Smith 
and his wife for the grand jury and 
fixed the bond of each at $1000.

PINCHOT SAYS PRESIDENT 
AIDS WATER POWER MEN 


Adamson Bill Reverses National 
Conservation Policy, He 


Asserts. 
WASHINGTON, July 25.—A fight for 
stringent regulation of water po*ver 
companies that may receive rights under 
the Adamson bill now pending, was be- 
gun in the House today. Representa- 
tive Sherley of Kentucky presented an 
amendment to the bill to authorize the 
Secretary of War to prescribe. the 
amounts to be paid by power companies 
receiving permits in return for the pow- 
er rights granted. The permits would 
run for §& years, the Secretary of War 
having power to rearrange the schedule 
of payments at the end of 20 years and 
each 10 years thereafter.

Majority Leader Underwood opposed 
the amendment, declaring such a scheme 
would make it almost impossible to ob- 
tain funds to finance water power un- 
dertakings. 

Gifford Pinchot, president of the Na- 
tional ‘Conservation Association, in a 
statement declared the Adameon Dill 
embodies ‘“‘a direct reversal of the con- 
servation policy which both President 
Roosevelt and President Taft supported 
apd acted upon, and is 4 direct rebuff 
to the many patriotic men and women 
who for the last decade have fought the 
water power grabbers.”’ 

After criticising the bill in detail, the 
statement says: ‘‘Above all, it is deep- 
ly to be regretted that the administra- 
tion should give its indorsement to a 
bill which is directly opposed to the pub- 
lic interest. Its passage would be a 
sweeping victory for the water power 
monopolists.”’

PREVENTS CO-OPERATION

Chicago Man Declares Union 
Shops Increase Cost and: 
Decrease. Efficiency. 


CHICAGO, July 25.—Wasteful, inef- 
ficient and preventive of building 
satisfied working organizations, were 
terms applied to the closed shop to- 
day by T. E. Donnelly, of R. R. Don- 
nelly & Sons, printers, in testimony 
at the closing -hearing here of the 
Federal Commission on industrial 
Relations. - 

Edward R. Wright, president of the 
local Typographica Union, contra- 
dicted sore of Donnelly’s assertions. 

“Union shops always mean a con- 
Stantly increasing cost of product,” 
asserted Donnelly. ‘The unit. of effi- 
ciency constantly is decreasing. We 
fight unions because.we feel they are 
not the best way to help the men. 
In all industry the co-operation of 
employers and workmen is the most 
important thing and this is just 
what the closed shop destroys. 

“In the composing room the unions 
decree that anything in type to be 
published one day must be destroyed 
and reset if it is to be used again, 
even the next day. This is an example 
of the limits the unions place about 
the employer. Once they are in «& 
closed shop they are forever putting 
the screws on, It is a question of in- 
dustrial freedom, not of money or 
hours.”

ALSACE PASTOR REFUSES 
TO GREET GOVERNOR 


Mayor Has to Have Gendarmes 
Ring Church Bells—Anti- 


German Feeling Grows. 
BERLIN, July 25.—The “Sharper Wind” 
predicted for Alsace-Lorraine as a ,re- 
sult of the’change in Governors already 
has begun to blow. One of the first in- 
dications was the recent order forbid- 
ding army recruits from the Reichstand 
o be mustered into regiments of their 
home provinces. Another is the fol- 
lowing paragraph from the officiel cor- 
respondence of Strassburg, the Govern- 
ment organ: 

‘It has recently been observed that, 
especially upon the return of excursion- 
ists from over the French border, flags 
and badges of all varieties in the French 
colors are worn in a conspicuous man- 
ner. It is therefore advisable to direct 
attention to the fact that under article 
6 of the Decree of Aug. 11, 1848, and un- 
der numerous decisions of the courts the 
public exposing of these colors consti- 
tutes a punishable offense, subjecting 
one to imprisonment and considerable 
fines.’’ 

Repeated incidents in the conquered 
provinces show how widespread “the 
anti-German feeling is among different 
classes. 

The most recent incident is reported 
from Saarburg, where the pastor of the 
State Church refused to have the church 
bell rung in honor of a visit of the Gov- 
ernor, Dr. Von Dallwitz. The Mayor in- 
tervened, ‘calling attention to an ordi- 
nance requiring the bells to ring on suca 
occasions. The pastor still refused. The 
Mayor then summoned gendarmes, who 
demanded the key to the belfry and 
rung the bells themeselves.

PHILADELPHIA, July 2%.—A check 
calling for $15,000 and certified: by the 
First National Bank of Philadelphia is 
in the hands of an unauthorized per:

RUADS EXPLAIN 
WAut DEMANDS 


They Assert Living Cost Had pe 
vanced 25 Per Cent in Five 
Years, Wages 10 Per Cent. 


CHARGE BAD MANAGEMENT 


Employes Say Revenues Are Dis- 
sipated Through Indefensible 
Financial Practices. 


Officers of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers and the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Firemen and Enginemen, 
whose memberS have voted to strike’ 
unless their demands for an eight-hour 
day and time and a half for overtime, 
instead of straight time, are met by the 
railroads, have issued a statement to 
the public explaining their position, The 
present wages are $4.40 a day for pas- 
senger engineers and $5.50 for freight 
engineers for a 10-hour day. 

All engineers and firemen on 9% rail- 
roads west of the Mississippi River, in- 
cluding the Illinois Central, are in- 
volved in the controversy. 

The engineers and firemen have re- 
fused to arbitrate their differences with 
the railroads, on the ground that pre- 
vious disputes have been submitted to 
arbitration and that, after all danger of 
a strike had passed the railroads re- 
fused to put into effect the decision of 
the’ arbitrators, 

The Federal Board of Mediation and 
Conciliation is now in session in Chi- 
cago, however, conferring with the 
managers of the railroads and with rep- 
resentatives of the employes in an ef- 
fort to reach an agreement. 

Employes Submit Demands. 
The present dispute arose in October, 


railroads their demands for increased 
wages, notifying the roads, as was re- 
quired under the schedules under whith 
they were working, that within #0 days 
the schedules would be opened for re- 
vision in accordance with the de- 
mands, 

In reply the railroads refused the ad- 
vance and notified the employes that 
the existing schedules were terminated. 

There were negotiations for several 
months and finally the question of a 
strike was submitted to the engineers 
and firemen by their officers. he 
unions’ representatives say that more 
than 97 per cent of the engineers and 
more than 99 per cent of the firemen 
vcted in favor of a strike. The strike 
was not called, however, because of a 
request to the unions by the Federal 
Board of Mediation and Conciliation to 
wait until a conference could be had 
with the board. 

In their argument and statement in 
explanation of their position, the engi- 

1¢ers and firemen contend that the cost. 
of living has advanced 26 per cent in the 
last five years and that their wages 
have advanced only 10 per cent. They 
say that engineers and firemen are do- 
ing much more work than a few years 
ago and have increased the railroads 
profits on business handled, but have 
not been given compensation commen- 
surate with their added work. They 
aiso contend that nearly all of the rail- 
rcads are paying out each year millions 
of dollars in underwriting commissions 
and stock bonuses—watered stock con- 
ditions—when the employes should have 
better wages, 
Statement on Wage Cost. 

Regarding the contention of the rail- 
reads that increased operating expenses 
have been the result of increased wages, 
the statement says: 

“An examination of the annual re- 
ports of 53 Western railroads to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
shows that for 1000 traffic units 
handled in 1890, the cost of engineers 
and firemen was 86 cents, as con- 
trasted with only 59 cents in 1913. 

“In other words, these representa- 
tive Western roads were enabled to 
transport 1000 passenger and -ton 
miles 27 cents cheaper last year than 
in 1890, on to reduce their engineer 
and firemen cost of handling traffic 
81 per cent. In the light of these 
facts, the sham of the claim of the 
railroads that increased operating 
costs have been due to added outlays 
for engineers and firemen is appar- 
ent.” 

The engineers and firemen say in 
thein statement that, although the 
efficiency of the men has Sreatly in- 
creased, there has in many instances 
been an actual decrease in the earn- 
inga of the men. They point particu- 
larly to statistics of the = North- 
ern, saying: 

“In 1900 the Great ie ab trans- 
ported 1,722,683,402 ton miles and, in 
1918, 7,634,066,449 ton miles, an in- 
crease Of 5,911,373,047, or 343 per cent. 
This feat was accomplished by in- 
creasing the tractive power of its 
locomotives, the capacity of its 
freight cars and the movement of a 
larger number of loaded cars per 
train. The net result of this remark- 
able progress in operating efficiency 
was the growth of the average reve- 
nue freight train load from 321 tons 
in 1900 to 635 tons in 1913, or an in. 
crease of 98 per cent. During this 
period the number of freight train 
miles advanced only 140 per cent. 

Efficiency of Enginemen. 

“Measured in terms of traffic han- 
dled, the productive efficiency otf 
firemen and engineers during this 
Same period also showed a gain of 
44 per cent. In the face of this re- 
markable operating performance, 
however, there was an actua] decrease 
fin the revenue train miles made by 
each engineer of 1259 miles, or 7 per 
cent, and by each fireman of 49 
miles, on 27-100 of 1 per cent. Not- 
withstanding the fact that each en- 
gineer and fireman handled more ton 
or passenger miles in 1913 than in 
1900, owing to the development ot 
train loads and the increase in the 
arduousness and duration of their 
labors, their earning power actually 
declined in the face of a greater out- 
put per man because they wete not 
able to make as many train miles in 
1913 as in 1900.”

railroads in 10 years gave away more 
than $2690,000,000 in stock bonuses, 
and say in their statement: 

“Their operating revenues are de- 
pleted by the absorption of large 
sums to pay dividends on fictitious 
securities issued as bonuses, which 
should be available for increased 
compensation of engineers, firemen 
and other employes. Their revenues 
are being dissipated through indefen- 
sible financial practices. The pres- 
ent financial condition of the West- 
ern railroads, so far as it is unsatis- 
factory, is due to bad or unguided 
financial management.” 

Cost of Living Argument, 

In their concluding argument, they 
say: 

“Increased responsibilities have 
piled on the engineman in proportion 
to the sizes and weights of engines 
and trains and further eXactions by 
way of improved safety appliances 
which have also added to the labor 
and responsibility of the ‘engineman. 
With the advent of the block signal, 
and other appliances, many railroads 
have introduced a system of surprise 
tests that add materially to the al- 
ready nerve-racking work of engine- 
men. In this connection it should 
be understood that enginemen do not 
object to such practical tests as will 
demonstrate their efficiency and 
their desire to observe the rules. 

“The cost of living has materially 
increased since 1910 and as the en- 
gineers and firemen of this country 
are responsible citizens, it is indeed 
fitting that their earning power 
should be sufficient to meet at least 
the reasonable demand along this line 
to maintain a fitting standard of liy- 


ing.” -

working rules. The week expired today, 

The men have agreed to give the medi- 

ators a few days more, but it is report-

St Petersburg correspondent of the 
Daily Chronicle as “the absolute 
master of the Russias.” It is certain 
that no great European court today 
ig under such a mystic sway as that 
which Rasputin has been reputed to 
have over Emeperr Nicholas of Rus- 
sia and the whole imperial household, 
It has been the concern of Russia for 
three years back. 

The rise of Rasputin hag been an 
enigma to all the nobles of the court 
who have not fallen under his influ- 
ence. His absence from St. Peters- 
burg, during which the attack upon 
him came, was hoped to mean that he 
had fallen into disgrace, but just 
previous to the news of his being 
stabbed, the announcement was made 
that he-had been recalled to the Em- 
peror’s palace. 

This modern Richelieu, is the son 
of a fairly wealthy peasant of To- 
bolsk.. He had but little schoolng 
and led an uneventful life until about 
80 years old, when he developed re- 
ligious fervor, became a lay monk 
and went on. a pilgrimage. 

Philosophy Stirs Populace. 

At the monasteries he visited, he 
picked up some learning and also 
managed to receive a letter of intro- 
duction to Bishop Theofan at St. 
Petersburg. This was in 1900. 
Through the influence of the Bishop, 
the peasant began to meet the influ- 
ential people of the city and court 
His mystic philosophy created inter- 
est, and hé had the gift of repartee 
and polite conversation. 
| At first Rasputin stuck to his 
peasant garb, in which he made a 
picturesque figure. But soon he took 
up an-elegant style of dressing and 
living, which excited the envy of 
Bishop Theofan. The Bishop ob- 
tained an order to ‘exile Rasputin to 
Siberia. But not only did Rasputin’s 
appeal to the Tsar save him, but 
caused the Bishop to be dismissed to 
Poltowa without even time to see 
his dying father. 

Other powerful officials .tried to 
check the advance of Rasputin, only 
to find themselves in disfavor. Ras- 
putin became the intimate of the 


royal family, gave orders to the min- 
isters and conducted himself as the 
supreme power. . 

The only successful attempt to in- 


duce the court to send Rasputin 
away resulted disastrously for the 
plotters. Before leaving Rasputin 
warned the Empress that misfortune 
was sure to follow. When the heir 
to the throne fell ill, the frightened 
Empress recalled the favorite in 


haste. 
Power Is Growing. 


Since his return, Rasputin’s power 
has continued to grow. His counsel 
is called for in deciding every. ques- 
tion of importance. It is said on 
high authority that he brought’ 
about the ministerial change last year 


that saved Russia from a war with 
Austria. He lived as a Prince, with 


a magnificent villa at Yalta, in 
Crimea. One of his daughters by his 
peasant’ wife is being ucated in an 
aristocratic girls’ college in St. 
Petersburg and is chief companion 
of the mperor’s daughters. Ras- 
utin is even reported to address the 
sar as “thou” and ‘“‘thee,” a  free- 


dom denied even the Grand Dukes. 
A month ago Rasputin was or- 
dained a priest by a minor Bishop of 


his native district. This act had 
arous the antagonism of the pow- 
erful heads of the church.

He never heard 
what became of her, or whether the gorilla made any attempt to re 
capture her, as he could easily have done, because her lonely hut 
was placed at a distance from the village.” 

Buffalo Jones organized his expedition last summer on his big ranch 
near Portales, N. M. Means was a member of his lion-roping enter- 
prise, and was the hero of many hairbreadth escapes. Dallas 
McDanieils, a Texas cowboy, is another member of the party, and 
the others are W. A. Mougey and his wife, the latter of’ whom is 

. , historian of the expedition. They sailed from New York 
on Feb. 5 and arrived at Cape Lopez, in the French 
Congo, on April 19. 


EKS before they landed, word was ~eceived 
that a party of American cowboys was soon 
to disembark at the port, and the white citi- 
zens, about 100 Frenchmen, held a mass 
meeting to protest. It was represented that Cape Lopez 
was about to be invaded by a band of American despera- 
does of the plains, who would shoot up the town and at 
pistol point compel the citizens to dance the tango. lt 
was even declared that the Americans were really British 
spies, coming to seize the French province in behalf of 
“perfidious Albion.”” But when they came face to 
face with the Americans and got to know them, the 
Frenchmen welcomed them with cordiality and kind- 
ness, mingled with some contempt and pity on learning 
that the errand was to capture a grown gorilla. . 
While landing supplies from their ship, the Sapele, 
the Americans came within an ace, Jones relates, of 
being compelled te display a sample of Western marks- 
manship. One of the officers could not make the negroes 
in the surf boats, into which the cargo was being dis- 
charged, understand his orders, as he spoke English 
and they did not. He threw an iron hook at them The 
missile hit one of the blacks and he fell stunned. The officers laughed as if it were a huge joke. 
Means and. McDaniels threw down a rope and made signs to tie it about the wounded man’s

After receiving much hospitality in Cape Lopez, the Americans started for the interior, tak- 
ing with them a pack of 17 dogs—nine Airdales, four coliies, a Russian bearhound and three 
American bloodhounds—and eight ponies, trained for holding and throwing large animals upon 
Jones’ ranch, where they had practice upon buffalo. They carried two moving picture machines, 
films, a photographer, kodaks and an arsenal of revolvers and rifles. An important part of the 
impedimenta is a great iron cage, built to the utmost strength, in which the gorilla, if it ls 
captured, will be lodged. 

Buffalo Jones discovered his ability to handle big animals when he was Game Warden ae 
Yellowstone Park under President Roosevelt. Previous Wardens, when a grizzly bear became 
fractious, knew of no better method than to kill it. But Jones -would sally forth on horseback, 
lasso one of the hind legs of the huge brute and, with the ald of /( Continued on Page 6.)
